‘The tonnage of merchant 
vessels actually docked during the half-year 
shows a deCline of some ro per cent. compared 
with the previous six months, as will be noted 
from the following figures :—412,658 lons 
against 462,648 tons, The tonnage of British 
warships ducked was 44,179 tons against 
47,042 tons, and Foreign warships, 19,111 tons 
against 40,494 tons, ‘The decliae in the num- 
ber of Foreiga men-of-war docked was no 
doubt due in great measure to the unsettled 
relations existing between Kussia and Japan. 
As a set-off against the reduced docking 
lunnage figures, the occupation of No, 1 
Dock by H M.S. AnpAitrile for 39 days 
and that of the No, 2 Uock by the steamer 
Pembrokeshire for cight weeks, may be noted. 
The difficulties experienced in fulfilling our 
docking arrangements for the larger ships 
alluded to at previous meetings still con- 
tinue, as evidence of which fact I may 
mention that during the docking of the 
Amphtirele, three large vessels had to be 
re{used, vid. the merchant steamers Sideria 
and Yyemunt, and the Freoch cruiser 
Cauteaurenaull, hus emphasizing the urgent 
need of further Dock accommodation.
